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Amendment Squeaks By House 


Tax Shift Faces Uncertain Future 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A House-passed ballot proposal 


giving Michigan voters the chance this fall to switcfi a major 
portion of their property taxes to the state income tax faces 
an uncertain future in tl.e Senate. 


The proposed constitutional amendment, which also would 


repeal the prohibition against a graduated income tax, passed 
the House Thursday by a slim, 75-31 margin. 


The vote, just one more than the two-thirds majority need- 


ed on a constitutional amendment, came after ranking GOP 
leaders urged its urf.'at. 


Gov Willia.n G. Milliken acknowledged he'd had to work 


'•hard, very hard' to t\vist Republicans arms into punching 


the green "Aye" buttons. Twenty-one of the 52 House GOP 
members voted for the amendment. 


House Speaker William A. Ryan delivered 53 Democrats, 


all but one of his caucus present for the roll call. Rep. E. D. 
O'Brien, a maverick Detroit Democrat, was the lone holdout. 


In the barely Republican dominated Senate, the resolution 


went to Judiciary Committee amid speculation that attempts 
would be made to kill o- stall it for the balance o£ tho 
session. 


Milliken said he would lead a petition drive to put property 


tax relief on the ballot in 1972 if the pending amendment 
failed to make 't through the Senate. 


Sen. Coleman Young, Demccratic floor leader, said moving 


tho bill in the evenly divided upper house would he "the 
liiggest test to date of Gov. William Milliken's leadership." 
Young said Democrats could deliver 16 or 17 of their 10 voles 
for the combined amendment. 


Republicans would have to provide 9-10 votes by (lie Sept. 2 


deadline for nutting the question on the ballot, a task Milliken 
admitted "I realize we may lose." 


Asked whether Senate passage was possible or probable, 


Milliken said it was "possible." 


The governor did much maneuvering before the House 


vote—calling individual Republican House members into his 


office foi 
1 private1 conferences and sending messages and 


making phone calls (o them. At the same time, his chief aides 
were mingling with ivhictant GOP lawmakers and urging 
their support for Milliken's position, But some Republican 
senators reportedly were working against the measure at the 
same time.

Gas Explosion 
Scares Holland 


HOLLAND (AP)—A gas explosion, apparently cen- 


tered in a storm sewer, sliook the city of Holland 
early this morning, but when the dust had settled, 
damage was relatively minor. 


A spokesman for the Holland 


police said that lu addition to

population, the blast blew off 
numerous manhole covers and 
lifted one garage oft its founda- 
tion. 


Police said the blast shattered 
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all the windows in two houses 
and caused damage to several 
windows in three others. There 
was extensive frame damage to 
one of the houses.

The blast occurred at 1:45 


a.m. apparently beneath the 
Holland Hitch Co., where 100 
employes were at work, police 
said. Two manhole covers soar- 
ed 70 feet into the air and came 
down through the factory roof. 


No one was injured in thp 


explosion. Families in several 
homes as well a? the workers a] 
Holland Hitch were evacuated 
briefly but were allowed to 
return 
when authorities 
felt 


there was no risk of farther 
explosions.
